FIRST CONGRESS URGED TO 
FEED ON “WILD PIGEONS’ 


A motion that the members of the 
first Continental Congress be fed on 
“wild pigeons”, apparently the cheap­ 
est food on the market at that time, 
was made by a Vinginia delegate 
in 
1774 in a desire to put the country 
to the least possible expense in 
the 
maintenance of Congress. This infor­ 
mation is contained in a statement is­ 
sued by the George Washington 
Bi­ 
centennial Commission. 
The motion was made by Richard 
Henry Lee, whose famous resolution 
in 1776 “that these united colonies are 
and of a right ought to be free and 
independent States”, paved the way 
for the Declaration of Independence, 
according to his son, Ludwell Lee.

gress assembled in Philadelphia 
in 
September, 1774, there had been 
no 
provision made for the maintenance 
of the members while in the discharge 
of their public duties.

THIS WEEK IN MO. HISTORY 


Floyd C. Shoemaker 


During this week occurs the anni­ 
versary of the birth of Dr. Antoine 
Francoiae Saugrain, pioneer St. Ixwis 
physician, who 
was 
bom in Paris, 
France, February 17, 1798. 
From 1900, when he came to St. 
Louis, until his death there in 1820, 
Dr. Saugrain was a leader of Missou­ 
ri's medical profession. Naturally en­ 
dowed with sn inquisitive mind, Dr. 
Saugrain conducted scientific experi­ 
ments both in medicine and other sci­ 
ences, in which he had wide interests. 
He was noted only for his 
medical 
knowledge, which was highly advanc­ 
ed for the period in which he lived, but 
he conducted extensive experiments 
in mineralogy, chemistry and physics. 
To this pioneer doctor is given credit 
for having brought to Missouri the 
first smallpox vaccine. In the Mis­ 
souri Gazette there appeared a notice 
dated May 26, 1809, which announced 
the first “vaccine matter brought to 
St. Louis” and stated that “persons in 
indigent circumstances, paupers, and 
Indians will be vaccinated and attend­ 
ed gratis on application to A. Sau­ 
grain”. 
It is reported that wherever 
Dr. 
Saugrain resided, he set up furnaces, 
chemical laboratories, 
and 
electric 
batteries for his 
extensive 
experi­ 
ments. 
He is also said to have dis­ 
covered the use of phosphorous match­ 
es before they 
were discovered 
in 
Europe. 
The scientific mind of the man is in­ 
dicated by a statement he made to 
one of his daughters, who was help­ 
ing him one day in his laboratory: 
“We are working in the 
dark; 
my 
I 


ited the editor’s family in

two summers ago. 
He was an em­ 
ploye of the Treasury Department at 
Washington, was Chief of the Fire 
Department in his home town 
that

A new type of farmer is coming to 
the fore in the form of boys who are 
learning the lessons of quality in pro­ 
duction, and at the same time get­ 
ting a first hand demonstration 
of 
efficiency from the cost standpoint. 
For example, there is Robert Dobbin, 
a club boy at State Center, Iowa, who 
lives on a 320-acre farm, and 
who 
last December exhibited the reserve 
champion beef carcass steer at the In­ 
ternational Live Stock 
Exposition. 
Robert is a high school junior, and 
has been in club work 
for 
several 
years. 
In combination with his club work, 
this boy helps operate his 
father’s 
half-section farm, which is equipped 
with a general purpose and conven­ 
tional type tractor. 
He says, 
“We 
use the small tractor for corn plowing 
and find that in addition to doing as 
good a job as hosse we can cover much 
more territory". 
The larger tractor is used for soil 
preparation and silo-ftlling.

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PIONEER NOTES PARSING

When Vernon Bailey, of the Biolog­ 
ical Survey, United 
States 
Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, first saw the up­ 
per Mississippi River region from un­ 
der the flaps of a covered wagon 60 
years ago, there was still plenty 
of 
game there. 
But when 
he recently 
visited the upper Mississippi 
River 
Wild Life and Fish and Refuge 
the 
scene had changed and the denizens 
of the forest were scant. 
“When I first saw this valley 
60 
years ago”, says Mr. Bailey, 'the river 
bottoms had been fairly well settled. 
The big game had mostly disappear­ 
ed. 
The buffalo, elk. antelope, 
and 
bear were gone, but the white-tailed 
deer were still there in scattered for­ 
ests; the 
prairie 
chcikens, 
ruffled 
grouse, wood ducks, other ducks, wild 
geese and wild turkeys were plenti­ 
ful, and passenger pigeons were vast­ 
ly abundant. 
‘•Today a few white-tailed deer and 
beavers remain, and these could 
be 
increased in suitable areas. Muskrats, 
minks, otters, skunks, raccoons, and 
red and gray foxes are fairly com­ 
mon, but the black bear is probably 
gone from the region 
forever. 
The 
upper Mississippi 
River 
Wild Life 
Refuge could easily support 4000 or 
6000 beavers, ten times the 
present 
number of muskrats, two or 
three 
time* the present mink 
population, 
and thousands of otters. 
“Only a remnant of 
the 
former 
abundant bird life inhabits that region 
today, although many kinds of smail 
birds, including several songsters, are 
to be found almost as 
plentiful 
as 
ever. 
Practically 
all 
the 
original 
species of birds can be brought back 
in numbers, with the exception of the 
passenger pigeon and the 
Carolina 
paroquet. 
A few ruffled grouse 
re­ 
main. The large northern bobwhite is 
fairly plentiful. A few prairie chick­ 
ens. or pinnated 
grouse, 
visit 
the 
area in winter. 
Wild turkeys 
are 
•bout gone, but could 
be 
brought 
back in numbers. A few woodcock are 
scattered over the whole length 
of 
the refuge, but their numbers could 
be increased a hundredfold. 
Quite a 
few wood ducks and a few mallards, 
black ducks, teal, pintails, widgeons, 
and hooded mergansers remain; but 
the Canada geese, weighing up to 18 
pounds, which once bred regularly in 
the region, are rare migrants there 
today”.
